Trades School

Hearing Friday
Bridgeport is to have the support of

all the big towns and cities in the State
in its fight to have a trades school lo-

cated in this city by the State Board
of Education. When the State Board
of Education comes to the Stratfield
next Friday afternoon to hold a hear-
ing and learn the sentiment of the citi-
zens of this city relative to a trades
school it will find that the Park Cityhas the support of Danbury, Norwalk,
South Norwalk, and Stamford, and
other places within a radius of 20
miles, representing a population of
325,000 people where the majority of the
workers are engaged in industrial pur-
suits, and where a trades school would
do much to improve the minds of the
rising generation.

President Fred Enos of the Board of
Trade announced last night at a meet-
ing of the Trades School committee,that the Mayors of Danbury, Stamford,Norwalk and South Norwalk will help
Bridgeport. The Board of Trade has
been busy for some time getting the
reat of the county awakened to the
fact that a trades school at the countyseat means education for 'boys of the
entire county.

The Trades School committee is com-
posed of fifteen citizens, five from the
Y. M. C. A., five from the Manufac-
turers' Association, and five from the
Board of Trade.

Lieutenant Foulers as a passenger.

The Wrights express every confi-
dence in their, ability to meet the sig-
nal corps requirement of a speed of
not less than 36 miles an hour. In
fact they hope to earn the $10,000
bonus over the contract, by reaching
a 44 miles an hour speed. Orville
looks upon the flight scheduled for
this afternoon as the severest test he
has yet undertaken. Never before
has an aeroplane travelled , over a
broken, hilly and partly forested tract
of country such as that lying between
Fort Myer and Shuter's Hill, near
Alexandria, Va., over which to-da-

trial will be made. Should anytning
go wrong with the motor requiring
a landing, he will run the risk of strik-
